‘¢ impatient of every Reftraint ; the Laws of God and 
«¢ Mian fell equally a Sacrifice as they ftood in the way of 
‘¢ his Avarice, or difappointed his Ambition: He there- 
‘< fore introduced Long Parliaments, becaufe he very well 
«¢ knew that they would become the proper Inftruments 
‘¢ of both ; and what a Slavifh Obedience they paid to all 
his Meafures 1s fufficiently known. | 
‘¢ If we come to the Reign of King Charles the Firf, 
‘C we muft acknowledge him to be a Prince of a con- 
‘< trary Temper; he had certainly an innate Love for 
<< Religion, aiid Virtue, and of Confequence for the Li- 
berty of his-Country. But here lay the Misior- 
quhe He was led from his natural Difpofition by 
‘© Sycophanis and Flatterers; they advis’d him to ne- 
<< glect the Calling of Frequent New Parliaments, and 
; ‘< therefore by not taking the conftant Senfe of his Peo- 
‘< ple in what he did, he was work’d up into fo higha

‘© King Charles the Second naturally took a Surfeit of 
Parliaments in his Father’s Time, and was therefore €X- 


treamiy defirous to lay them afide. But 

However in Effect he did f)., 
For he obrain’d a Parltament, which by its long 
tion, like an Army of Veterans, became foexactly Jif 
ciplined to his own Meafures, that they knew no » 
ther Command but from that Perfon who gave thor

« This was a fafe and a moft Ingenious Way of En?a- 


ving a Nation ———It was very well known that Ar- 
bitrary Power, if 1t was open and avow’d, wou’d ne- 
ver prevail here. The People were therefore a- 


mus’'d with the Specious Form of their Antient Con- 
ftitution : It exifted, indeed, in their Fancy ; but, like 
a mere Phantom, had no Subitance nor Reality in it ; 


for the Power, the Authority, the Dignity of Parlia- 


ments were wholly loft. — J his was that remarka- 
ble Parliament which fo juftly obtain’ the opprobrious 


Name of the Penfton Parliament, and was the Model.

—But it feems ther 
full Meaning was not underftood by this Declaration,

Reafens to apprehend the utmoft Endeavours will be ufed 


to procure a Mayority of Mercenaries to be returned in the next 
Elettions: Mr. Fog concludes his fournal with a Propofal to 
the People of England, of fo much Importance, that we prall 
lay it before our Readers. 


That we can never have a Parliament (fays Mr. Feg) 
freely chofen by any Method now in ufe, the divers ineffec- 
tual Acts for regulating Ele@tions fufficiently prove ; when 
nothing has been done in that Matter, but what has been 
one way or other eafily evaded, as to the Force or feeming 
Intent thereof: We fay feeming Intent, becaufe.it may juftly 
be doubted, whether the Houfe of Commons has not done in 
this, as Engineers are faid to do in fortifying “Towns, v2. 
always left fome weak Place, that what they feem to fecure 
may that way be taken; when-a Method of effeCtually 1 
gulating Eleétions is obvious and eafy. 

But the People can never hope to find any Redrefs of 
this Grievance trom a Hovfe of Commons, not truly ré- 
prefenting them. | 

It is therefore propofed as a moft neceffary Advice for 
the common Good of Englifbmen, That fome other Me- 
thod be {peedily taken (more practicable and effectual bee 
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what has hitherto been in Ufe) whereby every Man that 
Jotes may give his Vote entirely free tor the Perfon or 
Perfons he thinks in his Confcience fitteft, or moft tor the 
common Intereft to be chofen; and whereby no Man can 
procure himfelt elected, but by meriting the good Opinion 
of the People, whole Right it 1s to chufe him. | 
Now this Freedom can never be where any Man can pof- 
fibly be either ewed or bribed out of his Vote. 

But there is one Way, and we think but one, whereby. 
every Man, tho’ never fo dependant, bribed or awed, may 
neverthelefs give his Vote tree, without Regard to the Plea- 
fure or Difpleafure of any Man, and whereby no Man can 
Ly any unfair Means poflibly get himfelf elected. 

This etlectual, this neceflary and eafy Method of Elec- 

tion is the the equitable Ballot; a Vhing moft prac- 
ticable and expeditious when once underftood; a ‘Thing 
that none can oppofe, but he will at the fame Time de- 
clare himfelf either ignorant thereof, or an Enemy to a— 
Piece of Yufeice and Equity of the greateft Benefit to the 
Nation, and confeguently that he is no Friend to the good 
People of England. | 

And «we think nothing can be neceffarily propofed to 
make every good Englifoman taken with this Method of 
EleGion, but to let him underftand it, and his own real 
Jatereft. | 

We fhould therefore proceed to give our Countrymen a 
Defcripiton and Explanation of the Ballot; bat that we 
thuk it not inconvenient, in order to perfuade them forth- 
with to put it m Praétice, to ask them fome few Queftions, — 
the Anfwers to which will be very eafy, and as apt to urge 
the Neceflity of this only effedual Method of a free and fair 
Eleion of their Reprefentatives. | 
Let them tell us then, in the firft Place, Whether any 
Thing can be fo dangerous to the Liberties and Properties — 
of the People of England, as a bad Houfe of Commons, or 
how any Thing elle, according to human Reafon, can be 
Capable of ruining them? | 

Will not all the Attempts of others againft them be in 
vain, if thofe who make their Laws, and hold their Pur/e- 

rings for them, be but faithful? But if thefe Men are not 
trulty, or have fome other Defigns than the Good of the 
People that feat them (as all that unfairly get themfelves 
tlected muft be thought to have) will they not be moft dan- 


&rous, as capable of making fuch Laws that are not for 
E the 
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the common Good, or effectual to that End, and of aby. 
fing the Strength, that is, the Money of the People, againg 
the true Intents of their Willingnefs to part with it? And 
needs there any other Abufe in the Matter of Money to 
ruin the Nation, if unequal and heavy Taxes be but conti- 
nued? Think you not that oppreflive Ways and Means for 
raifing what is but neceflary on fome Emergencies, may be 
of pernicicus Confequence? not to demand what might be 
done with the Peoples Money, if they fhould ever be fo 
unfortunate as to be {mbject-to a Prince, that would bes 
reddy to mifapply, as a bad Houfe of Commons might te 
But again, let them tell us whether the People of Exe. 
dand have (efpecially otf late) been duly reprefented? And 
whether the late Houfe of Commons hath at all appeared 
to be their: true Reprefentatives in divers Refpects? 
Can it be fuppofed that Men can prefently become of 
extraordmaty Senfe and Goodnefs, by a Majority of pro- 
cured Votes? Or that a Member of the Houfe of Com- 
mons may not want Inftructions, or to be minded of things 
good and neceffary ?

We‘might propofe the Examples of other States, and 
particularly of Venice, who are by the Ule of the Ballot 
as free as poffible from Fadtions, Animoftties, Tumults, 
but we are not indeed very apt to imitate other Nations
